The drive in Belgian Flanders 
continues with rapid advances by 
the French. British and Belgian 
forces. Menin, the important rail- 
road junction, has been rnoturo«T 
Thourout has fallen and the 
Thourout railroad nraetioally is in 
the hands of the allied forces. The 
gains made in this region add a new- 
menace to the German grin on the 
Relgian coast towns and already it 
is reported that their armies are t»e 
ing withdrawn.
